AMictions do not leave 
you worle than they found you , and theſe times of Tryal, 
and Burning times, make you only more fit for the Eter- 
nal Burning, Ail theſe Times I thould inſiſt upon, but 
then I ſhould be detained from ipeaking to that which I 
am more particularly called to: That you would not pro- 
ſtitute the Time of your Lives, to the Will of the Fleſh, to 
that old Bawd the Wor'd, or to that grand Impoſter the 
Devil, who by itcaling away your Tune, will rob you of 
-our Glorious Eternity. 

Firſt, Then do not Sacritice your Time to the World, 
to that Idol, that. Mamon. Ir 1s tad to tes how tooliſh man 
beſtows all his prec1ous time upon a poor perithing World, 
and ſuffers a willing Cheat, till both run out together, and 
leave nothing behind them, but Vanity and Vexation, 
This is a very great Sin and Folly : Wherefore when you 
have the World 1n your Eye, remember, that your time 1s 
in Gods Hand : That his having the Rains of Time 1n his 
hand, may Check, and Curb your hot-mettled Aﬀections, 
that they may be more moderate, and not with tfuch a con- 
ſtant unwearyed pace, and with ſo much ſpeed purſue ſuch 
4 poor thing as this World is: and could you but ſtand up- 
2n the utmoſt borders of Time, and look back upon tt, 
You would more wonder at your own folly, than ever you 
did before admire its Beauty, Never did any dying Saint 
repent, that he had fo little of the World , but thouſands 
have complained of too much of this, when they come 
tothe Subarbs of another World. The Apoſtle Fames, 
[harply reproves this piece of politick Madneſs, in Fames 
4.13, 14, Goe to now, ye that [ay to day, or to morrow, we 
will goe into [uch a Cit", and continge there a year, and buy, 
nd ell, and ot Gain whereas you know not what ſhall be 
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en the morrow ; for what is your Life ? It 1s even a Vapour 
that appears for a little tim?. then zaniſh!th away, The 
Time of our Life is like a Torch, or a Candle, with which, 
while we are {ecking this World, a ſudden Damp from the 
Earth, or Blaſt from Heaven, blows upon 1t, and it goes 
out in our hands ; and then, O feartul Dilappointment ! 

geconaly, Ler not Sin have lo much as the leaſt Moment 
allowed to her Service : He that appointed a Time, and a 
Seaſon for every purpole, never allowed one minute to 
Sin: Oh! doth God give Time to us by meaſure, and 
ſhall we give 1t away to SN without meature! Let the 
rime paſt of your Lives ſuffice , 1n which you have ſery' 
Sin, and gratified your Luſts: When in your 1gnorance 
you did not know the Violence of Sin, and the Worth of 
Time. Now as the Apoſtle {ayes, in Ep». 5. 15. See th:t 
you walk Circumſpettly, not as Fools, but as wiſe, Reateeming 
the Time, This is your Wildome, ro Redeem your loft 
Time : and alt that, is loſt time, that 15 not laid out for 
God. Shall God give us Time, by Dayes, and Weeks, 
and Months, and Years; and ſhall we lavih our our Time, 
upon our Lufts, in many Dayes, many Weeks, many 
Moneths, and whole Luſtres of Years? Oh! whata 
bold and daring Sin is that? When God never promiſed 
Man a To-morrow , we ſhall promiſe Sin a 79-morrow, and 
next Day, and next Tear? It was as foolithly, as reſolute- 
ly {aid of them, 11 Iſa. $6. 12. Come? ye, [ay they, ] will 
fexch wine, and we will fill our ſeſves with Strono-arint, 
and to morrow ſhall be as this day, and much more abun- 
dant, ; 

The next is a Uſe of Exhortation, 7s onr Time in the 
Hana of God? O then let us Improve it for Goa, as thoſe 
that muſt give an Account ſhortly to him, for our $Sabbaths, 
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tur Seaſons of Grace, aya the who'e tim of our Lives: If 
our Time be not imp!o yea in his Work, while it 15 int 0ur hand, 
oar Eternity ( we may well fear) willgpe in the hand: of the 
Devil, 

This Exhortation will branch forth it {elf to ſeyeral 
{0rts. 

Firſt, To thoſe that are yet Young, and have lived but 
a ittle time in the V Vorld. 

Secoxaly, To the Aged, who have had many days and 
cars. h 
Thirdly, To all torts of Perſons, both Young and Old. 

Firſt, This Exhortation comes directed to you that are 
yet tender and young , and O :that you would receive a 
word of Councel trom me this«day : It is for your Souls, 
it is from Chriſt, and it 15 to make you happy : And it 
ſhall be in a few Particulars, that you may the more wile 
lingly receive them. 

The firſt is, If your Times be in Gods hand, then do 
not offer up the Firſt Fruits of your Lives to the Devul, it 
i5 Gods duc : Shall the Devil. and Sin have the Flower, 
and Marrow, and the Strength ; and will God be put off 
with the wither'd Stump, the dry Bones, and Rottennels, 
and Infirmity ? The Apoſtle Pau! gives you this Exhorta- 
tion, in that to Tzmorhy, 2 Tim. 2. 22, Flee Youthful Liſts. 
but follow Righteouſneſs, Faith, &c. Let not Sin take io 
early a Throne in your hearts : tt will coſt you dear to fail 
In with any Luſt: whenyou ſee how {ome young people, 
give up themſelves to the Vanitics and Debaucherics 0! 
the times, pity them, and look to your f{clves, Iremem 
ber what Solomon fayes, in Fcelel, 7. 17. Be thow pot over. 
much wicked, neither be thou Feo!ith, hy ſheatdeſt thou aye 
before thy Time ? 
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Solomon doth not here allow of any degree of Sin, but 
rather pities poor man, that in his leait finning, he (ins tog 
much: or thoſe fins of Inhrmiy winch attend us is e 
_ but if we fin willingly, we fin over-much in- 


deed. 


For why ſhonld\jt ther dic before thy time? 
Obje&. 7? ſeems WEN 'y Are before his Time. 
Anſw. I conceive that Solomon intunates here a very 
eat Truth ; That Sin is the great Enemy of our Lives, 
and Cut-throat of Time ; that which brought Death into 
the VVorld, that which hath been ever 1ince devouring 
the time of our Lives ; before there was 1o much fin in 
the VVorld, men did live more years. 
2. That though a man may dic before his Time, yet he 
cannot die before God's Time. 
A man may die betore his own time 1n ſeveral reſpedts ;
